Illness Kept 2,700,000 in Nation 
Home from Jobs During October 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (P—At 
least 2,700,000 workers, by con- 
servative government count, lost 
some working time during October 
due to influenza or other illnesses. 

The government reported this to- 
day in an October job survey, 
which also showed employment 
increased slightly by 330,000 to 66 
million. Unemployment remained 
the same as in September at 2% 
million. 

The report said the combined 
4otal of persons who missed one or 
more days work because of §ill- 
ness in October was nearly twice 
as high as that reported for Sep- 
tember and for October of last 
year. 

Another major finding 1n the 
joint Commerce-Labor Depart- 
ment report was that the usual 
upturn in fall employment and 


downturn in unemployment failed 
to materialize in the expected de- 
gree. 

With the labor force increasing 
by 250,000, the ratio of unemploy- 
ment was figured on a seasonally 
adjusted basis of 4.6 per cent, a 
bit higher than in September. 

As for the employed, Asian flu 
evidently took its toll on their 
working time. The government re- 
port attributed what it called an 
unprecedented loss of working 
time in October to a “sharp rise 
in cases of influenza and other 
respiratory illnesses.” 

The report showed 1,300,000 
workers absent from their jobs the 
full week of Oct. 6-12 when the 
government took its October job 
count. An additional 1,400,000 full- 
time workers put in less than 35 


} 


hours a week as a result of short- 
term illnesses. 


Spokesmen said this toll was 


conservative because it did not 


include the cases of illness among 


workers who normally put in over 


40 hours a week and may have 


been ill and still put in at least 


35 hours. 


Illness, plus less overtime work 


(over 40 hours a week) helped 


push down the average work week 


from 41.1 hours in October 1956 to 


40.5 hours currently. There were 


1,800,000 fewer workers on over- 
time this October than last.

And Now It’s Time 
To Get Job Done! 


Two things stand out in President 
Eisenhower’s speech to the nation Thurs- 
day night. 

Number one, of course, is his appoint- 
ment of Dr. James R. Killian, president 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, to head up a national science staff 
to coordinate research and development 
programs. 

Second is his call for a pooling of 
scientific information and resources be- 
tween the United States and our allies. 

Dr. Killian is highly respected as a 
scientist, as an administrator and educa- 
tor. He not only is held in high regard in 
the scientific world but in business and 
industry as well. His appointment should 
assure a much higher degree of coopera- 
tion in research and education. 

In calling for a pool of scientific brains 
and information, the President accepted 
an obvious fact. There are few secrets we 
possess which the Russians do not have. 
And yet some of our West European allies 
are and have been ahead of us in basic 
theoretical research as opposed to applied 
research which goes into production of 
consumer goods. We have neglected the 
former field and can gain much from a 
free interchange of ideas. At the same 
time, the free world must have our pro- 
ductive capacities. 

It is more apparent today than ever 
before that if the free world is to survive 
with its institutions intact there must be 
the closest cooperation and coordination 
between all the free nations. Not only 
must brains be pooled but economic, po- 
litical and spiritual resources must be 
mobilized with a single purpose—defense 
of the free world. . 

In the reappraisal of policies obvi- 
ously now in progress in Washington, 
there is not yet enough evidence that Sec- 
retary of State Dulles and the adminis- 
tration are willing to take the steps nec- 
essary to rebuild the Western alliance 
and to achieve a genuine bipartisan for- 
eign policy. President Eisenhower's ex- 
ploratory efforts to date have indicated 
few basic changes. 

The old formulas of Dulles, which 
have not succeeded too well, must be dis- 
carded or revised. 

While the President’s speech was re- 
assuring, the real work remains to be 
done. It will be costly and it must be bi- 
partisan. There is no time to lose. As Mr. 
Fisenhower said, as Americans, let’s get 
on with the job.

The Atlanta Board of Aldermen at its 
next meeting will reconsider an earlier 
action it should not have taken‘in the 
first place. 

It involves a portion of a recently en- 
acted ordinance pertaining to urban 
renewal. Under its provisions a process 
is explained whereby builders of hous- 
ing for displaced persons could apply for 
city subsidies. a 

Such aid to private enterprise 1s un- 
necessary. In fact, Alderman Hamilton 
Douglas, chairman of the urban redevel- 
opment committee, says this particular 
section of the ordinance was inadvertent- 
ly included in the final measure and he 
will propose the change. 

It is good that he is going to do so. 
And in the future all members of the 
board should carefully study any pro- 
posed ordinances before acting upon 
them. 

Surely private enterprise is equal to 
the task of building 49 million dollars’ 
worth of FHA-insured construction with- 
out special concessions from the city. The 
door should be slammed on subsidies.

Nothing better illustrates the utter 
impossibility of getting anything done 
with extremists than the reaction to the 
President’s appointment of the new Civil 
Rights Commission. 

Southern extremists 
nounced it as stacked. 

Northern extremists criticized it as 
including known Southern reactionaries. 

The South and the nation are plagued 
with extremist factions. Our national se- 
curity is endangered by the disunity cre- 
ated by diehards who refuse any compro- 
mise.

But 
the citizen who does not go to- extremes 
will note the significance of the fact that 
both the Southern and Northern extrem- 
ists are critical. 

The Civil Rights Act is law. The com- 
mission now named was established by the 
legislation enacted by the last Congress. 
These appointments must go to the East- 
land committee in the process of confirma- 
tion. Unless the sensible Democratic lead- 
ership averts it the members will, if we 
accept past performances as criteria, there 
be subjected to unreasonable examina- 
tion. 

Much of the attack from the South 
centers on Judge Stanley Reed, former 
Supreme Court justice, who will be chair- 
man. Yet his long record on the court 
demonstrates him always to have been a 
moderate or conservative. 

Criticism from the North centers on 
former Gov. John S. Battle. He was elect- 
ed because he did have a strong Southern 
viewpoint. The President so stated and Mr. 
Battle confirms it. 

The committee is an excellent one— 
better in quality than almost anyone had 
anticipated. 

That extremists in both regions feel 
they have to get on record with criticism 
should not be permitted to obscure the 
fact it is a high-quality commission.

Will Sputnik Unite 
Divided Country? 


WASHINGTON—Barring another racial inci- 
dent at Little Rock or elsewhere in the South, it 
: now seems two recent developments may take 
the heat off the civil rights issue in the next session of Congress. 
They are the launching of a second Soviet satellite and the results of 
Tuesday’s elections in New Jersey and New York City. 

The Russian technological and 


propaganda victory with their 
latest Sputnik apparently has 
shocked the nation and worried a 
number of top leaders in Con- 
gress. The urgent need to 
catch up with the Soviets 
may well cause the lawmakers to 
decide more time needs to be 
spent on shoring up this coun- 
try’s defenses and foreign rela- 
tions and less on domestic quar- 
rels that tend to divide the peo- 
ple. 

As for the off-year elections, 
the Republicans apparently were 
resigned to the fact that Little 
Rock had hurt their efforts to 
build a two-party system in Vir- 
ginia. Their fears were borne out 
by the sweeping victory Vir- 
ginians gave J. Lindsay Almond, 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate committed to resist- 
ance to school integration. 


' But it was in New Jersey and 
New York where the Republicans 
failed completely to make hay 
with the civil rights issue. Mal- 
colm Forbes, the GOP candidate 
for governor strongly endorsed by 
President Eisenhower and Vice 
President Nixon, injected the 
race issue into that campaign. He 
told the Negroes of New Jersey 
they ought to vote for him in 


appreciation of Eisenhower’s uses 
of troops at Little Rock. 

From all reports the New Jer- 
sey Negroes did not all buy this 
argument, at least not enough to 
make any difference. And Gov. 
Robert B. Meyner, the Democrat, 
was swept back into office and 
into a prominent contending posi- 
tion for the 1960 presidential 
nomination. 

The race issue failed the 
Republicans in New York City 
where the Harlem vote reportedly 
went heavily for Democrat Rob- 
ert F. Wagner as he won re-elec- 
tion as mayor. 

Many observers here believe the 

outcome of these elections may 
make the Republicans a little less 
enchanted with the race issue as 
a means of getting votes. This in 
turn could ease the pressure of 
Northern Democrats against the 
South for stronger civil rights leg- 
islation next year. 
‘ Meanwhile, top senators are 
alarmed at what they consider 
complacency and a lack of ur- 
gency at the Pentagon over the 
need for recapturing the mis- 
sile and satellite lead from Rus- 
sia. 

President Eisenhower’s prestige 
this week seemed to be headed 
for a new low. 


Mr. Sandburg was asked if he- 


thought Lincoln would have done 
the thing Eisenhower did to Little 
Rock. Naturally, he said, Lincoln, 
great and kindly man that he 
was, could not have perpetrated 
such a shameful deed.

Analyzed broadly, Tuesday’s 
election results had aspects of a 
protest vote against the Eisen- 
hower administration. They re- 
flected increasing dissatisfaction 
over farm prices and income, the 
high cost of living, the business 
slump and the gloomy picture 
abroad dramatized in Russia’s 
adventures in the Middle East 
and outer space. 

For Democrats, who swept into 
local offices in Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, New York and New 
England which they never had 
held or hadn’t occupied in years, 
there was only one note of cau- 
tion. This, strangely enough, was 
in a triumph that carried a Demo- 
cratic label — in Virginia. 

The overwhelming vote by 
which the bitter-end segregation- 
ist J. Lindsay Almond Jr. was 
elected governor in that center 
of tradition and bellwether in 
Southern politics may stiffen 
Southern resistance to integration 
and civil rights and whet interest 
in the already widely discussed 
project of an independent third 
party in the South in 1960. That 
would darken the _ currently 
brighter outlook of the Demo- 
crats to recapture the White 
House. ’ 

But Virginia was bad news for 
Republicans, too. It had been get-

states. Through Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd’s defection from the nation- 
al Democratic ticket in 1952 and 
1956, the state had gone for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, along with four 
other Southern states. Four years 
ago Ted Dalton, a Republican, 
gave Boss Byrd a scare by win- 
ing 45 per cent of the vote in 
the race for governor. That looked 
as if the famed Byrd machine 
was in trouble. 


Dalton ran again this year. But 
then came Little Rock. In Tues- 
day’s election he got only 36 per 
cent of the vote against Almond. 

This is a preview of the down- 
hill trend of Republican fortunes 
in the South where, for a time, 
it seemed that a. two-party sySs- 
tem might be getting a start No 
one now sees any hope for Re- 
publicans in the South in the fore- 
seeable future after President 
Eisenhower's dispatch of troops 
to Little Rock which caused an 
almost overnight shift of feeling 
toward kim from affection to bit- 
terness. 


But Republicans did have hopes 
on the other side of the Little 
Rock coin. They saw. benefit for 
the party among Negro voters in 
key urban areas in the East be- 
cause of the President’s cham- 
pionship of integration in the 
Arkansas capital. This did not 
seem to pan out in Tuesday's 
elections in New York and New 
Jersey. 

Tuesday's results strengthened 
the prevailing view that only a 
miracle could regain Congress. 
for the Republicans in next year’s 


elections.

Not Snoops, : 


Students Say 


Most teen-agers do not see their parents as prying, snooping 
busybodies who invade their privacy by opening mail or eaves- 
dropping on telephone calls. 

Instead, according to the majority of the teen-agers who sub- 
mitted their opinions to the Constitution this week, they think of 
them as considerate and understanding, interested in their children’s 
welfare. 

Although there were some who felt that parents do invade teens’ 
privacy, the majority felt that young people received all the privacy 
they needed. 

This week’s winner, Maxine Wilson, 16, an llth grader at Henry 
County High School at Stockbridge, feels that parents’ concern for 
their children should not be considered an invasion of privacy. 

Although most parents are inquisitive, she writes, it is not 
because they are trying to invade the teen-agers’ privacy, but 
because they have an interest in their children and their welfare. 

If more teen-agers would tell their parents where they went, 
who they saw, and what they did, it wouldn’t be as much in- 
vasion into teens’ privacy by parents. 

After all, our parents reared us and they have a right to 
know something about our activities and how can they find out 
if we don’t volunteer to tell them? 

I think parents would much rather hear the news from their 
children than having to be so inquisitive. If we tell them, then 
they have a tendency to have more faith, trust and confidence 
in us, and consequently won’t be investigating and prying into 
what we call private affairs.

Parents, in a lot of instances, have to listen in on the telee 
phone conversations between teen-agers because of the location 
of the phone.

Laika, the lady dog passenger in Sputnik II, could become 


America’s best friend if something happened to the instruments 
recording her physiology. 

Assuming that her Russian scientist fathers have taken care 
of Laika with the practical thoroughness they seem to be showing 
these days, there isn’t much chance of fouling up those instru- 
ments. 

But what if the muttnik had pupniks? 

Just one pup would crowd information-packed Laika. And who's 
to say whether mama or child would get the food? Then, too, 
where or what would the pup claim as birthplace? 

In such a situation, earthlings would sympathize with Laika and 
her spaceling, of course. But if the uninvited pup got tangled up 
in Laika’s measuring instruments, the static would get terrific. 

Needless to say, no one but Russia’s authorized scientists—and 
Laika—know what instruménts are taking measurements. But it's 
fun to speculate just what a spacepup might stumble over. 

Laika’s picture probably looks something like this: she is 
strapped down firmly but comfortably on her side or back with 
some kind of water and food dispensing mechanism available at 
her head. A lot of movement would upset the compact instruments 
that are taped to her. Each of these instruments has small wires 
(leads) running to the transmitting equipment which occupies an- 
other part of her eerie doghouse. 

Scientists want to record heartbeat, blood pressure, the rate of 
respiration and temperature. 

How can these measurements be observed and recorded 1,000 
miles out of sight and hand? Laika’s physiological activities supply 
impulses that mechanical devices can pick up, convert to electrical 
energy and send along to a suitable recording instrument. For 
years, research scientists all over the world have used such devices 
in the laboratory. 

Five Atlanta scientists filled out a picture of how this experi- 
ment could work. Dr. Stephen W. Gray and Dr. Peter Stewart of

‘lech Engineering Experiment Station, and Harry Butterfield, for- 
mer missile inspector at Patrick Air Force Base, emphasized that 
they were guessing, but here's one way Laika’s experiment could 
run. 


The instruments (pickups) convert animal or human mech- 
anisms to electrical impulses (signals) so tiny that a system 
of tubes or transistors, resistors, condensers and the like is used 
to amplify the signals. This amplifying system is nothing more than 
a glorified version of the record player amplifier. 


Temperature-taking isn’t any trouble—on the American market 
there are plenty of tiny metal thermometer-like gadgets (thermo- 
couples or thermistors) which convert heat into an electrical signal. 
This pickup would be planted somewhere in a fold of Laika’s skin, 
perhaps at a leg joint. 


The thermistors first are calibrated—dunked in warm water 
and their signals measured against a standard mercury thermom- 
eter. Take scale readings from Laika, compare them with the 
calibration, and you know whether Laika has a fever.

ld Foul Up the Sputnik 


Respiration measurements don’t take much effort either. 
Probably they are reflected in the blood pressure or heartbeat 
record. A flexible tube around Laika’s chest hooked to a pressure 
recording strain gauge with a sensitive crystal inside is a fancier 
way to measure. 

The method for taking blood pressure posed the stiffest prob- 
lem for Atlanta theorists. | 

The scientists probably would use a strain gauge in which a 
tiny, taut wire takes a measurement as its tautness is changed. 
This small gadget is stretched over the skin where an artery runs 
close to the surface. This measurement would not be precise, but 
at least the scientists could observe blood pressure fluctuations. 
The pulse rate automatically would be recorded in a setup like this. 

How does all this information get down to earth? By a tele- 
metering system. The wires from the pickups run to a recording 
device—a small magnetic cylinder or tape recorder. The recorder 
has tracks (channels) for all the pickups to record their electrical 
data at the same time. ‘ 

Then, through the telemetering equipment, the stuff recorded 
on the channels is picked up and broadcast to receiving stations in 
Russia. The information on the tape can be “‘stored,’”’ just like 
making a tape recording and playing it later. By remote control 
the Russians can switch on the broadcast when they want to. After 
broadcasting, the information can be erased and more information 
taken down. 

Another glorified tape recorder at a receiving station in Russia 
takes down the broadcast signals. And here’s where the coding 
system comes in. The scientists have worked out a series of 
bleeps, tones, dots, dashes in systematic form that can be con- 
verted to usable information. 

And so, a pupnik would have a few wires ‘n’ things to stumble 
over as well as his strapped-<down mama. But even at that, it’s 
a good bet there are plenty of American scientists who would trade 
places with that pup .. . just for a few days.
